Nurmi! beat Ritola by 4 yards in a 
femarkable two-man duel and wiped

by covering the distance of approx!i- 
gnately six and a quarter miles in 30 
Minutes 18 4-5 seconds. 

Nurmi’s striking triumph, his 
Beventh in three Olympiads, climaxed 
gp day of otherwise sensational Ameri- 
ean triumphs in which the giant 
Kansan, John Kuck, competing under 
She colors of the Los Angeles A. C., 
mnattered the world’s shot put record 
with a heave of slightly over more 
than 52 feet, and another Westerner, 
Bob King, of Stanford, captured the 
high jump crown from his veteran 
countryman, Harold Osborn, of the 
Tllinois A. C. 


Ray and Wide Drop Back. 


Ray started out as though he fully 
intended to make it a race. He took 
the lead for a time on the first lap, 
and again on the third, but soon yield- 
ed that position to the rugged Finnish- 
American Ritola, the 1924 champion. 
Ritola pounded along in front from

Missing Educator, S tricken, 
Lies 3 Days Under Bed 


Acting President Hammond, of Flora McDonald Col- 
lege, Paralyzed in Hotel Room While Search 
Is Conducted for Him Through South. 


Columbia, 8. C., July #9 (A.P.).—How 
Dr. H. C. Hammond, acting president 
of Flora McDonald College, Red Springs, 
N. C., lay paralyzed and helpless for 
three days and nights on the floor of 
a room in a hote: here before his plight 
was discovered by hotel attendants, was 
revealed tonight after the missing edu- 
caior was found in the Baptist Hos- 
pital. 

His left arm and side are para.;zed, 
and his left leg is partly paralyzed. 
His condition is not serious, Dr, P. E. 
Payne, who is treating him, said to- 
night, and he will recover. 

Dr. Hammond left his home in Red 
Springs on July 17 and registered at 
a hotel here that night. He had an 
engagement at Graham, N. C., the next 
day with J. Harvey White, chairman of 
the board of trustees of the college, 
and on the following Sunday was to 
have preached at the Presbyterian 
Church in Red Srrings. 

When he failed to show up for the 


services last Sunday his friends became 
alarmed and started a search for him. 
The search was not made known, how- 
ever, until Friday night. 

John D. McLeod, busines manager of 
the college; J. A. Graham, Red Springs 
merchant; Dr. W. L. McRae, mayor of 
Red Springs; the Rev. J. B. Black, pas- 
tor of the church Dr. Hammond was to 
have preached in last Sunday, and Z. 
V McMillan came here today, tracing 
down a rumor that the missing educa- 
tor was in this section. They searched 
hospitals and found him. 

Dr. Hammond, according to the story 
unfolded today, apparently was stricken 
while in bed during the night of July 
17. He attempted to arise Wednesday 
morning and fell on the door. He rolled 
under the bed, and every effort, he said, 
appeared to get him farther under the 
bed instead of toward tae door.

TROOPS IN SULLEN MOOD 


Canton, China, July 29 (A.P.).—Gov- 
ernment authorities today announced 
the discovery of a ne~ and extensive 
communist plot for an uprising 

One hundred and forty communists, 
including nine girls, were arrested and 
seventeen persons were executed, while 
thousands of incendiary pamphlets were 
confiscated, 

The announcement, coming after 
weeks of tranquility during which the 
Kwangsi province group controlling the 
Canton government had succeeded in 
establishing order, dismayed the busi- 
ness community which ‘ears renewed 
riots sinfilar to those of December, 1927, 
and the early part of 1928. 

Government troops throughout 
Kwangtung province are said to be in a 
sullen mood. Their ranks contain 
thousands of communists who might be 
involved in the uprising.

FRENCH ARE CRITICAL 


OF U. S.-CHINA TREATY 


Press Holds American Action 
Can Provoke Complications 


Among Powers. 
Special to The Washington Post. 

Paris, July 29.—The French press to- 
today is critical of the treaty con- 
cluded between the United States and 
the Chinese Nationalist government. 

Professing to see in the trade agree- 
ment an implication o:1 recognition of 
the new government “before it has 
proved its ability to exercise author- 
ity or is qualified to speak or act in 
the name of all Chita,” Paris politi- 
cal writers declare the United States 
has broken step with the other powers 
regarding China in 1 manner that can 
provoke many. complications. The ac- 
tion of the State Department is de- 
scribed as “a reply to the attitude of 
Japan on the so-called unequal treat- 
ies.” 

Le Temps says, ‘In the default of a 
firm entente, concerted attitude of 
the powers towara China is at least 
necessary, but it wil) be difficult 
henceforth, since the United States 
has taken the initiative on which they 
can scarcely back dow and which en- 
gages them to some extent politically 
for the future.”

Stockholm, Sweden, July 29 (A.P.).— 
Dr. Finn Malmgren’s mother is satis- 
fied with the report of her son’s death 
brought her by Capt. Filippo Zappl, 
his compaion on the fatal dash over 
the ice that added his name to the 
list of those lost in the Italia 
ter, It became known today. 

Capt. Zappi, en rovte to Rome, left 
his rescued comrades yesterday to call 
on Mme. Malmgren and to present to 
her the meteorologist’s compass that, 
at the latter’s behest, he took from the 
dying scientist on the Spitzbergen ice 
pack, 

Mme, Malmgren’s son-in-law quoted 
her today as saying after Capt. Zappl's 
visit: 

“The object of Capt. Zappl's call has 
been attained. I fel perfectly calm. I 
believe absolutely that Capt. Zappli is 
telling me the truth.” 

Talk Is in English. 

The conversation between the res- 
cued Itallan and Mme. Malmgren was 
carried on in English, with the son- 
in-law as interpreter. In a statement 
today he quoted Capt. Zappi as saying: 

“Dr, Malmgren and 1 were the best 
of friends. We were like brothers. I 
have been very much pained by what 
has been said about me, but 1 have 
a clear conscience before God. Dr. 
Malmgren kept no notes, at least 
after the disaster.” 

Here Mme. Malmgren interrupted 
Capt. Zappi’s story with the exclama- 
tion: “I understand it was not his 
habit.” 

Capt. Zappi continued: “Dr. Maim- 
gren was not in good form when we 
set out and soon remarked that Nis 
strength was going to fail him. One 
day, I believe it was the 12th of 
June, the doctor asked me, as the

BY 100,000; MILLER 
TILL LEADS LOVE 


High Men in Texas Lieu- 
tenant Governorship 
Race Far Apart. 


MAYFIELD IS PRESSED 
CLOSELY BY CONNALLY 


Returns on Congressional 
Contests Show That the 
Incumbents Win. 


Dallas, Tex., July 29 (A.P.).—After 
more than 500,000 of the 700,000 votes 
cast in yesterday's State-wide Demo- 
cratic primary had been counted to- 
night by the Texas election bureau, it 
became increasingly evident that Dan 
Moody, the 35-year-old, red-haired chief 
executive, had won a sweeping victory, 
with a run-off next 
to determine the nominees for United 
States senator and lieutenant governor. 

Gov. Moody, who defeated “Ma” Fer- 
guson In a sensational contest two years 
ago, had a clear majority of upward of 
100,000 over his three opponents. Louis 
J Wardlaw, assailed in campaign 
speeches by Gov. Moody as running 
with the backing of James E. Fergu- 
son, former governor, was more than 
150,000 behind, while the vote cast for 
William E. Hawkins and Mrs. Edith 
Willlams, both of whom refused to sup- 
port the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee, Gov, Alfred E. Smith of New York, 
was negligible

Tantamount to Election. 


Since nomination is tantamount to 
election, Gov. Moody seemed destined 
to sit in the governor's chair another 
two years. 

Returns from 235 of 253 counties in 
Texas, including 52 complete in yes- 
terday’s primary, as compiled by the 
Texas election bureau, gave:

It was to the contest for lieutenant 
governor, however, that many poll- 
ticlans and others looked for an ex- 
pression of pro. and anti Smith senti- 
ment.

Interest in the contest for the guber- 
natorial nomination plunged it far 
ahead of the senatorial contest. Sena- 
tor Earle B. Mayfield continued to hold 
the lead he took with tabulation of 
the first 10,000 votes, but he was 
pressed so closely by Tom Connally.

Only Eight of Sixty Invited Attend Antisaloon League

George W. Crabbe, superintendent of 
the Maryland Antisajoon League, was 
the principal speaker at the afternoon 
session. Although he did not mention 
the name of Al Smith he cautioned his 
audience against voting for a man who 
stands for the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. He made such a pointed 
talk against repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment that the general impression 
gained by those who attended was that 


hie remarks were directed against the 
candidacy of the New York Governor.

Teheran, Persia, July 29.—During the 
reign of the present Shah, Rhiza Kahn 
Pahlevi, it has become a law with the 
cabinet of ministers to meet at the 
shah’s palace when the subject to ve 
discussed is important enough to call 
for his majesty'’s presence. 

The matter in hand recently was the 
newly established national bank and the 
way the state could help it to become 
beneficial to the agricultural classes. 
The plan is for the bank to make long- 
term advances, with low interest, to 
the peasants. This is to enable them to 
improve their lands and use the most 
modern agricultural implements. Some 
modern implements are now being used 
in many parts of the country, due to 
the wakefulness of the American Inter- 
national Harvester Co. 

His majesty was for getting rid of 
the state jewels, valued at $25,000,000. 
He did not see why the country should 


be deprived much longer of a large sum 
like this. He ordered the cabinet min- 


isters to be a little more brisk about 
the affair and. invite buyers from Eu- 
rope and America. The shah was mucb 
attracted by the American tractors, 
which have been successfully tried in 
this country. He has tried them on his 
own extensive lands, and when trans- 
port charges become more reasonable, 
in a few months, he is sure to let loose 
the strings of his heavy purse. 

A difficulty in the way of more ex- 
tensive use of the tractor is the present 
high price of benzine. The shah was, 
however, hopeful that this would be 
readjusted in the near future. The oil 
fields of, Semnan, not far from Teheran, 
are proving promising. He has been as- 
sured by experts in the fields that in 
less than a year Persia will have its own 


jcheap oil and be independent of the 


Caucasus and Anglo-Persian Oil Co., 
working the oil fields in southeast Per- 
sia. .

ART TEAGHER STRANGLED 
HERSELF WITH oTOGKING 


Failure to Obtain Recognition 
of Talent Is Blamed for 
Her Despondency. 


DEAD WHEN DISCOVERED 


New York, July 29 (A.P.).—Miss 
Marvyl Egland, 25, an art teacher whose 
home is in Glenville, Minn., who had 
come here to attend summer sessions 
at Columbia University, committed sul- 
cide early today by strangling herself 
with a silk stocking. Despondency 
over lack of success in her work was 
said to have been the motive. 

Miss Egland called last night at an 
apartment occupied by Miss Alice 
Moody, of Terre Haute, Ind., and four 
girl friends. The art teacher said she 
had just returned from Camp Walden, 
Me., where she had been teaching art 
and asked to pass the night in the 
apartment. The young women, who 
had known her when she taught in 
Terre Haute, gave her a room. 

Later-Miss Moody said she found Miss 
Egland sobbing on the edge of her bed 
She told her hostess she was discour- 
aged over her failure as an artist. 

When Miss Egland did not respond to 
@ call at 9 a. m. the girls investigated 
and found her body on the bed, a silk 
stocking tied tightly around her throat. 

A postcard addressed to her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Egland, of Glenville, 
Minn., and a letter addressed to Miss 
Catherine Lewis at the studio club here 
made no reference to an intention to 
take her own life. 


SITE OF CORNWALLIS 
SURRENDER IS SOLD 


Purchased by Rockefeller 
Body That Is Restoring 
Old Williamsburg.

Yorktown, Va., July 29.—Surrender 
Field, where 7,000 British laid down 
their arms October 19, 1781, and where 
the sword of Cornwallis was offered to 
Washington, has been bought by the 
corporation organized and backed by 
John D. Rockefeller, jr., for the restora- 
tion of Williamsburg, capital of Colon- 
ial Virginia. The announcement was 
made today by the Rev. Dr. W. A. R. 
Goodwin, director of the restoration 
project. 

Announcement was made last week 
that Mr. Rockefeller had bought the 
old Moore house on the Temple farm, 
at Yorktown. The Temple farm tra- 
ditionally is associated with Gov. Alex- 
ander Spotswood. In the Moore house 
the articles of Cornwallis’ capitulation 
were drawn up during a two-hour ces- 
sation of hostilities on October 18, 
1781. The anygpuncement that it has 
been bought did not mention that Sur- 
render Field was included in the pur- 
chase, which places the two spots most 
intimately connected with the close of 
the American Revolution in the hands 
of the interests backing the Willlams- 
burg restoration. 
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COOLIDGE ASSAILS 
SFCTIONAL STRIFE 
DURING DEDICATION 


Speaks at Exercises for 
Col. Colvill, Union 
Civil War Hero. 


HITS AT ARTIFICIALLY 
STIMULATED FEELING 


First Lady Unveils Tablet as 
1,500 Guardsmen Stand 
at Attention. 


Cannon Falls, July 29 (A.P.).—Speak- 
ing at the dedication of a monument 
to Col. William Colvill, Union Civil 
War hero, President Coolidge denounced 
today artificially stimulated animosities 
between the Northern and the South- 
ern States of America, declaring “the 
day of sectionalism is passed. We are 
a united nation.” 

Arriving from Superior to be the 
principal speaker at the ceremonies, 
Coolidge reviewed the progress made 
by the South since the Civil War, say- 
ing that such advance “is going fore 
ward in a way which it could never 
have done under the old system” before 
1861. He pointed to the support which 
the Mississippi flood relief bill obtained 
at the last session of Congress from 
all sections of the country as a proof 
of the existing cooperation between all 
parts of the Nation. 

Demonstrations Follow Train. 


Arriving in Cannon Falls accompa- 
nied by Gov. and Mrs. Christianson, 
Representative and Mrs. Newton and by 
Mrs. Frank Kellogg, wife of the Secre- 
tary of State, who had boarded the 
presidential train at St. Paul, Mr. and 
Mrs. Coolidge found the whole city in 
Sunday attire, ready to greet them en- 
thusiastically despite the blazing heat, 
Corresponding demonstrations had fole 
lowed the special train since its de- 
parture early in the morning from 
Havy'thorne, only a few miles from the 
summer White House. 

A large reception committee, include 
ing Senator Shipstead and Representa- 
tives Knutson, Furlow, Clague, Ane 
dresen, Maas, Goodwin, Kvale and 
Oarss, met the train. Coming out onto 
the observation platform of his car to 
respond to the cheers of the crowd, 
the Chief Executive recognized the 
Minnesota senator and some of the 
representatives in the throng and bade 
them join him on the platform to pose 
with him and Mrs. Coolidge for the 
photographers. 


Mrs. Coolidge Unveils Tablet. 


Large crowds lined the streets along 
the line of march to the cemetery, 
where the Colvill tablet was to be un- 
veiled. Even larger crowds, however, 
had gathered at the foot of the little 
mound, on the top of which the cere- 
monies were to take place, and from 
which Coolidge was to give his ad- 
dress. 

In his speech Mr. Coolidge gave an 
account of the heroism of the Firat 
Minnesota Volunteer Regiment, which, 
led by Col. Colvill, averted disaster at 
the most critical moment of the battle 
of Gettysburg and “probably saved the 
Union Army from defeat. What the de- 
feat would have meant to the North 
no one can tell,” he said. 

Referring to the aftermath of the 
war, Mr. Coolidge said that “one result 
of the war which retarded our national 
progress for many years was the bitter- 
ness, hatred and sectional animosity 
that it left in its wake. For many 
years, both for the North and for the 
South, these were unfortunately stimu. 
lated and kept alive for the political ad- 
vantage that the sponsors of such ate 
tion noped to secure. 

Referring to thé causes of the Civil 
War, the Chief Executive said that the 
North and South developed opinions 
which necessarily gave rise to an “ir- 
repressible conflict.” 

“That generation of the South found 
itself involved in a net of circumstances 
which very much of its best thougnt 
undoubtedly deplored, but from which 
it was totally unable to extricate itself. 
We can see now that instead of being 
charged with all the blame, they were 
in many ways entitled to sympathy;” 
he said. 

Listening to President Coolidge were 
a handful of survivors of Col. Colvill’s 
‘charge at Gettysburg. Some dressed in 
their Union uniform, all with white hair 
and bent bodies, they listened with at- 
tention and burst forth in applause 
when the Chief Executive emphasized

Charleston, S. C., July 29 (A.P.).— 
Forty persons had been arrested and 
liquor valued at 875,000 seized at mid-

The memorial which we dedicate to- 
day is not only to the physical courage 
of men of high character displayed in 
an hour of great peril, but also tn be- 
half of a great cause. There was in 
their deed no element of selfishness, no 
hope of personal gain. It stands as an 
exhibition of pure patriotism, of su- 
preme sacrifice for the integrity of the 
Union, and the inviolate sovereignty of 
the Federal Constitution. It is these 
qualities which bring the great con- 
course of our citizens to do honor to 
the action of Col. Colvill and his regi- 
ment more than three score years after 
the event. That same honor will con- 
tinue to be paid them not only so long 
as the Nation which they served shall 
endure, but so long as self-sacrificing 
devotion to high ideals commends it- 
self to the heart of men. 

The story of Col. William Colvill and 
the First Minnesota Volunteer Infantry 
is too well known to need extended rep- 
etition. When President Lincoln called 
for volunteers to prevent the dissolution 
of the Union, this was the first three- 
year regiment offered It gave valiant 
service upon many a resolutely contest- 
ed field, but its most conspicuous rec- 
ord was made at Gettysburg on the sec- 
ond day of that decisive battle. When 
the forces under command of Gen. 
Sickles advanced into action a little 
after noon, the First Regiment, of which 
only eight companies were present, 
numbering 262 men, took the position 
they vacated. 

The overwhelming forces of the Con- 
federates under Longstreet and Hill re- 
pulsed and drove back the command of 
Gen. Sickles and wery advancing on t,e 
left flank of the Union Army, which was 
in grave danger of being rolled up in 
defeat. It was at this juncture that 
Gen. Hancock ordered this depleted 
regiment to charge the advancing Con- 
federates. 


Breaks Foe’s Lines. 
The gallant First Minnesota, led by 
Col. Colvill, at once responded with an 
impetuosity that broke the first and 


d line of the enemy and stopped 
the advance. When the action was 
over but 47 men of the 262 who began 
the charge were still in line. The re- 
maining 215 lay dead or wounded on 
the field. In all the history of war- 
fare,this charge has few, if any, equals 
and no superiors. It was an exhibition 
of the most exalted heroism. against 
an apparently insuperable antagonist. 
By holding the Confed@rate forces in 
check until other reserves came up, .it 
probably saved the Union Army from 
defeat. 

What that defeat would have meant 
to the North no one can tell. Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, New York, and 
the whole heart of the North would 
have been open to ipvasion, and per- 
haps the Union cause would have been 
lost. So far as human judgment can 
determine, Col. Colvill and those eight 
companies of the First Minnesota are 
entitled to rank among the saviors of 
heir country.

The agriculture which had been the 
dominant activity of the old South 
was gradually revived. fhen came the 
development of its natural resources of 
coal, iron and water power, and the 
growth of great nanufacturing enter- 
prises. Minerals and manufactured 
products are today almost twice the 
value of its agriculture Of our over- 
seas commerce, nearly 40 per cent of 
the tonnage is from Southern ports. 

Since 1900 the value of manufactured 
products increased from about $1,500,- 
000,000 to about $9,500.000,000. Capital 
invested in cotton manufacturing in- 
creased from about $130,000,000 to about 
$1,000,000,000. Deposits in banks in the 
same period have risen from $700,000 ,000 
to $7,000,000,000. In public improve- 
ments the progress his been very mark- 
ed. In 1904 less than $13,000,000 were 
spent on highways. In 1925 this amount 
had reached $316,000,000. In 1900 only 
about $35,000,000 were laid out for pub- 
li: schools. In 1924 this amount had 
risen to over $350,000.000. It is per- 
fectly apparent that in progress and 
prosperity the South is going forward 
in a way which it could never have 
dcne under the old system. It is no 
wonder that it is referred to now as 
the new South. 


Conditions of Freedom Prevail. 


It has been demoastrated that what 
never could have been created under a 
condition of servitude is the almost 
natural result of a condition of free- 
dom. Human nature has been s0 de- 
signed that men are only at their best 
when they are permitted to live like 
men. It is when they are released from 
tne bondage of the body, given control 
over their own actions, receive the re- 
turns from their own labor, and re- 
leased from bondage of the mind, 80 
that ignorance and superstition are re- 
placed by education and moral influ- 
ences, that most progress is. made 
toward an enlightened civilization. 

Meantime, our whole Nation has risen 
into a new life with unparalleled swift- 
ness.

COMMUNITY STIRRED 
ANEW BY SHOOTING 


Prisoner, as Ordeal Nears Its 
End, Appears as One Who 
Again “Is Afraid.” 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 


Front Royal, Va., July 29.—The fate 
of Henry C. Robinson, 30, former Navy 
aerial photographer and prohibition 
agent, on trial here in the Warren 
County Circuit Court on a chafge of 
first degree murder, Is expected to be 
in the hands of the jury tomorrow 
night. 

Commonwealth Attorney John UH. 
Duwning and George D. Horning, for- 
mer assistant district attorney of 
Washington, who % assisting in the 
prosecution, will place their last wit- 
nesses on the stand tomorrow in re- 
buttal. Fifteen men and women, some 
of whom live at distances more than 
20 miles away, will be called by the 
State in an effort to refute testimony 
of the defense, which has contended 
Robinson shot and killed John M. 
Johnson, prosperous farmer of this 
county, and his son, Middleton, on the 
main street here June 9. 

The feeling which first manifested 
itself against Robinson, following the 
shooting, and which necessitated his 
removal to the Berryville Jall for safe- 
keeping, is smouldering anew. During 
the first three days of Robinson's trial 
the people of this little Virginia town 
refrained from expressing any feeling, 
either for or against him. As the trial 
nears its finish those who are his 
friends have expressed the hope that 
he will go “scott free!" Friends of the 
Johnsons, however, are just as aroused. 

Robinson, dapper prisoner that he is, 
remained calm throughout the first 
two days of his trial. As the. ordeal 
nears its end, however, he has taken on 
an uncertain appearance, and, despite 
assurances of his counsel, Aubrey 
Weaver and W. C. Armstrong, that the 
worst he can expect is a hang jury, 
nevertheless, Robinson has the appear- 
ance of one who again “is afraid.”

That American-Owned Line

owned Pacific Coast to Europe steam- 
ship line to carry passengers and fruit 
would increase the exports from Call- 
fornia, Washington and Oregon by 
$100,000,000 a year, or nearly double

Washington Woman Among 
Casualties of Bar Associa- 
tion Special’s Wreck. 


New York, July 29 (A.P.).—Twenty- 
five persons were injured, several of 
them seriously, tonight when two north- 
bound elevated trains, crowded with 
passengers homeward bound from Sun- 
day outings, crashed at Sixty-ninth 
street and Columbus avenue. 


The most seriously injured were 
brothers, John Carlo, whose leg was 
crushed necessitating amputation, and 
Jose Cario, who suffered fractures of 
both legs. Several others were sent to 
hospitals, 

The collision came as a climax to a 
tie-up in which five trains were in- 
volved. The first train was stalled by 
a fire in a wheel box, and its passen- 
gers ordered out at the Seventy-second 
street station. An attempt was made 
to couple two seven-car trains which 
followed, and overloading of the motors 
resulted in a short circuit which shut 
off power and light. 


Car Is Telescoped. 


The rear of the last car of the Sixth 
avenue train, which had stopped at 
the end of the stalled line of trains, 
was telescoped by the Ninth avenue 
train, which ran into it. Confusion 
caused by the failure of the lights be- 
came a near »anic when the trains 
crashed. 

Several ambulances, Police and Fire 
Department rescue squads were called. 
While the most serlously injured were 
being sent to hospitals, ambulance 
surgeons established emergency dress- 
ing stations in nearby stores and 
treated the less seriously injured as 
fast as policemen and firemen carried 
them down ladders from the elevated 
structure. 

The motorman of the second train 
was reported to have escaped from the 
wreckage of his vestibule with minor 
injuries. Immediately after the colli- 
sion he was missing and police were 
detailed to find him,

SUBURBS OF CAPITAL 
SHOW PROPERTY GAIN 


Montgomery, Prince Georges 
Counties Show Big Increase 
in Maryland Return. 


Real and personal property values in 
Baltimore, Montgomery and Prince 
Georges counties showed ths largest 
gain in the new assessments for 1928 
of any of the fourteen Maryland ceun- 
ties that have reported to date, accord- 
ing to announcement by Michael J. 
Lindsay, State supervisor of assess- 
ments. Nine counties yet remain to 
compute thelr assessments and forward 
them to the State Tax Commission. 


Baltimore County showed the largest 
gain, $18,083,938 above the 1927 assess- 
ment of $123,438342. Montgomery 
County is second, with a gain of $17,- 
081,450 over its 1927 assessment of $58,- 
266,520, and Prince Georges is third, 
with again of $14,198,606 over a 1927 
assessment of $39,415,575. 

The combined increase of $31,280,056 
for Montgomery and Prince Georges 
counties represent 374% per cent of the 
total increase of $80,485,505 reported 
for the fourteen counties. As several of 
the wealthier counties, including Alle- 
gany, Washington and Dorchester, 
have not sent their new assessments 
to the commission, it is believed that 
the total State increase when all re- 
turns are in will exceed $100,000,000.

A good understanding seems to have

mass of Americans, to whom the blueberry is 
a symbol and a promise of delicious surprises. 

Whether the enemy of the blueberry can be 
successfully combated by planes is yet to be 
found out, but the fight is on. Saving the blue- 
berry is as much an institutional work as the 
effort to recover, by planting hybrid stock, 
the chestnuts which once flourished s0 
abundantly along this coast. 


RENUNCIATION AND DEFENSE. 


As the Kellogg treaty for the renunciation 
of war is studied further, it is probable that 
the pacifists who hope to turn it to their ad- 


vantage in preventing the upkeep of the 
United States Navy will be badly disappointed. 
They expect to make much of the argument 
that, since the nations have agreed to re- 
nounce war, it is umnecessary te maintain 
armaments. But that argument is as falla- 
cious as an argument in favor of abolishing the 
police force because the law penalizes murder. 

The nations that will sign the treaty re- 
nouncing war are acting in response to the 
demand of their peoples. No doubt every 
government controlled by its people will try 
to keep faith. But no statesman signing the 
treaty is so deluded as to expect wars to cease, 
and all of them lay stress upon the fact that 
each government is unhampered by the treaty 
in the exercise of the right of self-defense. 
Naval armaments are provided for self-de- 
fense and every nation must be the judge of 
the precautionary measures it should take to 
protect itself. The Kellogg treaty, if ulti- 
mately adhered to by all nations and faith- 
fully observed by all, would eliminate war; 
but much time may elapse before all nations 
adhere to it, and sooner or later some nation 
will break faith. The men responsible for 
the safety of a nation would be foolish, indeed, 
if they did not provide means of national de- 
fense—as foolish as a city government that 
failed to maintain a police department. 

The Kellogg treaty is an agreement to quit 
the use of war as a means of attaining na- 
tional aims. It does not and could not put a 
stop to national aims. In seeking their ends, 
whether it be relief from overpopulation, new 
sources of raw materials, better protection of 
their nationals, increased food - producing 
areas, desirable annexations, readjustment of 
boundaries, or whatever the aims may be, 
there is always danger of International quar- 
rels and outbursts of popular anger. A gov- 
ernment manipulated by unscrupulous leaders 
might be so misdirected as to cause the people 
to demand war, treaty or no treaty. If any- 
thing is taught by experience, it is the fact 
that nations sometimes become war-mad and 
will not be satisfied until they have plunged 
into war. The governments that are concur- 
ring in the Kellogg treaty are perfectly famil- 
iar with this warning of experience. They do 
not expect wars to disappear. But they are 
willing to forswear war and agree to settle 
their differences peaceably. That is a step 
forward. For safety’s sake, to guard against 
the violation of the agreement, they will main- 
tain defensive fleets agd armed forces. Thus, 
if all goes well, the world will have advanced 
and wars will become less frequent; and if 
all does not go well, the nations will be in a 
position to protect themselves. 

The moral duty to promote world peace by 
forswearing war is accompanied by the duty 
of providing self-defense. They are not in- 
consistent, but are like the two sides of a 
shield. Combined, they are fitly illustrated by 
the wise sayings of Cromwell—‘“Trust in God, 
and keep your powder dry.” 


UNDER THE ROSE. 


Elder Ranse Woodbine, of-Pontotoc, Miss., 
appears to have revived the occult significance 
of the rose as a portent which underlies the 
phrase “under the rose.” His marvelous 
rosebush for 40 years has given a prophecy, 
by color and fragrance, of the successful 
candidate in presidential years, as far in 
advance of election time as mid-August. Never 
failing in its quadrennia! periods of bloom, the 
famous rose is reported always to blossom red 
if the Republican contestant is to be success- 
ful and white if the Democratic: the partisan 
selection of colors probably harking back to 
carpet-bagging days when the waving of the 
“bloody shirt’? gave a crimson cast to elections 
in Dixieland. 

There are cynics abroad who would wish 
that the prognosticating rose might be given 
venerable interludes of blooming by the presi- 
dential contests being spaced, not four years 
apart, but a hundred; in such case, however, 
it would probably have to yield its wizardry 
in favor of the old reliable century plant. 

In order that the bloom color of the rose 
may not prove catastrophic by influencing the 
electorate in advance, the owner of the rose 
of omen keeps in the dark whether the fateful 
blossom is red or white, preserving some of the 
petals, however, to show as proof positive, 
after the election. The arrival of the period 
of mascots, hunches and hoodoos in a presi- 
dential campaign comes with unfailing regu- 
larity, and the story of the rose of Pontotoc 
shows the time is at hand for political portents 
to go on parade. Political prognostication 
has come down from biblical times, when 
Rebecca, before starting on a_ socio-political 
journey “secreted her idols under the harness 
of the camel and sat thereon,” so as to have 
The infallible rose of 
the Woodbine sachem is at least as sagacious 
a prophet as most of the party managers. 
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“BAMILY DOUBLING. “

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mittee has run into the fact that the Govern- 
ment service is filled with conscientious and 
able workers. To make way for veterans, em- 
ployes whose record entitles then to considera- 
tion would have to be displaced. 

One suggestion that has been laid before the 
committee Is that “family doubling’? be done 
away with in Government service. There is 
nothing in the civil service law to prevent sev- 
eral members of the same family from solicit- 
ing and securing jobs with the Government. 
Congress would have to change the act in 
order to prevent doubling, and even if this 
were done very few jobs would be thrown 
open to former service men. 

Washingtonians are apt to think of the 


Government service as being comprised largely 


of those who labor in Washington. There 
were, on June 30, 1927, approximately 60,000 
employes in the executive civil service in the 
District of Columbia. But outside the Dis- 
trict of Columbia there Were almost 500,000 
employes in the Federal service. The number 
of instances of two or more members of the 
same family being in Government employ is 
comparatively small, as is shown by the fact 
that of the 500,000 Government employes 
working outside Washington not quite 55.000 
are women. — 

The presidential advisory committee should 
be able to discover ways and means whereby 
disabled veterans can be given greater oppor- 
tunities than they have received in the past. 
No one denies that they need and deserve them. 
The key to solution of the problem has not been 
discovered as yet, however, nor is it to be 
found in further agitatiog for outlawing ‘‘fam- 
ily doubling’ in the Federal service.

It may be caused by 
numbers in relation to supply but 
never, by the wildest of economists, by 
sex. Men, in Japan as elsewhere, can 
grant the demand of women for equal 
pay for equal work and so prevent un- 
equal competition. They can admit 
them to their unions and so give the 
women and them‘elves the protection 
of unionism, against lower rates. Would 
it improve the position in Japan, where 
unemployed men are reported to be 
committing suicide, if the women 
starved instead of the men? Surely 
modern science can supply somethines 
better than a choice of which sex shall 
starve.

ANGE, CHEMIST PREDICTS 


Everyone May Be Slender 
/ Because of Proteins, 
Says Miner. 


LIGHT AS AID TO FOOD 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Chicago, July 29.—Chemical science, 

through its capture of the oft-elusive 

proteins, some day may produce an all- 


slender and graceful race of Lo C. 
S, Miner, Chicago, ¢ chemist, indicated 
tonight. Miner is one of the scientists 
attending the Institute of Chemistry 
of the American Chemical Society at 


Northwestern University. He had lec- 


tured to the institute and is often seen 
at the round-table discussions of the 
deep things 

He further indicated scientific studies 
and application of chemical treatment 
of foods and matter now considered 
waste may become a boon to those 
who are constantly fighting the old 
avoirdupols by the diet system. 

“It is all a matter of proteins,” Miner 
said. “There already is a big improve- 
ment in our dietetic studies. The more 
we learn about foodstuffs the less food 
we eventually wili use. 

“All humans need proteins, and some 
sorts of proteins are more useful than 
others. For instance, milk proteins 
have a particularly high biological 
value. If we save and use the milk 
proteins now wasted in the form of 
skim milk, whey and some kinds of 
buttermilk those will probably replace 
more than thelr own weight in pro- 
teins.” 

He also spoke of treating food by 
light to increase its properties. 
“Much food can be increased in value 
by light treatment,” he continued. 
“There are foods which by treatment 
with light may be activated just as 
cod liver oil is activated in the natural 
process of its formation. 

“Take certain wheat flours, for 
instance, in which there is no part of 
what we call vitamin ‘D’. This may 
be treated with ultraviolet rays and 
produce the vitamin. 

Dr. ©. H. Herty, former president of 
the American Chemical Society, said 
progress was being made in solving 
the problem of lignin, of which 60,- 
000,000 tons are produced in this 
country annually. It is.a combina- 
tion with cellulose and is being ex- 
tracted from farm wastes. He predict- 
ed that when the molecules of lignin 
were identified, the discovery would 
be as important as the discovery of 
the benzene molecule, out of which 
has grown the tremendous byproducts 
of coal tar dyes, drugs, perfumes, 
flavors. 

Dr. Herty also stressed the further 
utilization of the sun's heat, which 
must supply energy when the coun- 
try has exhausted its coal and gas 
and dried up its water power.

SELLING PAPERS BUILDS 
CHARACTER, BUREAU SAYS 


Labor Department Survey 
Finds Route Carriers Bene- 
fited by Responsibilities. 


FEW IN JUVENILE COURTS 


That young boys are benefited by 

the responsibilities of a newspaper 
route was indicated by the Children’s 
Bureau of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor following the study of 
the conditions prevailing among the 
newsies in eight large cities in the 
Eastern ana Middle Western part »f 
the country, one of which was Wash- 
ington, 
“Bither the responsibility of a route 
developed qualities that made for suc- 
cess in school or boys without such 
qualities did not continue to have a 
route over a period of several years,” 
the report stated. “The proposition of 
carriers in the different cities who had 
juvenile court records was very small— 
smaller than for any other group of 
street workers in their 
cities.” 

For the most part, the report de- 
clared, the parents of boys having 
routes were enthusiast'c over the train- 
ing they received. Those who object to 
the work, found fault with the hours, 
or the loss of money through delinquent 
customers, or the weight of the papers. 

The report, however, did not view 
with equal satisfaction the conditions 
prevailing along the newsies who sell 
their papers on the street corners. Here 
the opportunities for forming bad hab- 
its and contacts are greater, with the 
result that the newsies are not as reg- 
ular as they might be in their school 
work, the report said.

J. F. FLYNN, 74, DIES; 
WORKED WITH EDISON 


Telegrapher Chum of Inventer 
Later Became Noted as 


Railway Builder. 


New York, July 29° (A.P.).—Word was 
received today of the death in Toronto 
Friday of John Philip Flynn, 74, who 
was a telegrapher with Thomas A. Edi- 
son Later he became a newspaper 
man, railroad construction engineer 
and a prominent mining engineer. 

Flynn was born in Elburn, (Il. 
Starting as a telegrapher, by the time 
he was 18 years of age he had risen to 
the position of train dispatcher with 
the Northwestern Railroad in Chicago. 
Both in Chicago and in St. Thomas, 
Ont.. where he went later, he was a 


close friend of Thomas A. Edison, then 


a telegrapher. 

Returning to the United States, he 
engaged in railroad and mining en- 
gineering, and, in 1884, he built and 
financed in Laredo, Tex., one of the 
earliest electric street car lines in the 
United States. Going to Mexico, he as- 
sisted in construction of the railroad 
line between Monterey and Tampico, 
and was instrumental in attracting 
English capital to a number of large 
Mexican mines.

New York, July 29 (A.P.).—Business

steel industry maintained a level of 
activity well in advance of the like pe- 


Siriod last year. Leading crops made 


good progress under favorable weather 
conditions, and the outlook for aufamn 
trade was regarded with increased con- 
fidence. 

The Bethlehem Steel Co. reported op- 
erations at 75.6 per cent of capacity, 
against 64 per cent a year ago. Eugene 
G. Grace, president, said that if rail- 
roads were only in the mraket for the 
normal amount of equipment, opera- 


tions would be nearly at capacity. That 
they were not in the market, however, 
was regarded as reflecting economic 
operation rather than weaknéss. Mr. 
Grace pointed out that since the wap 
the roads had renewed most of the old 
equipment with modern equipment 
that will last. Steel prices stiffened 
slightly, but remained relatively low. 
Pig iron prices again eased. 


Auto Operations High. 


The automobile industry continued 
Operations at high levels. General 
Motors reported record earnings for the 
first half and second quarter, and sales 
of more than 1,000,000 cars in the first 
half, compared to approximately 840,- 
000 in the like period last year. Detroit 
employment figures showed a gain of 
5,000 last week. Building activity also 
continued in heavy volume, having 
crossed the $2,000,000,000 mark in the 
first half, a quarter million above the 
first half of 1927. Farm implement, 
stove and shoe manufacturing were 
also at high levels compared to re- 
cent years. 

Car loadings showed a slight gain 
over last year, but were still under 
1926. Coal loadings continued to be 
the weak spot, while most other com- 
modities held up well or improved. 
Farm products showed a gain of 10,000 
cars compared with the like week a 
year ago. A gain in miscellaneous 
freight was also shown. Higher ship- 
ments during the remainder of the 
year were predicted, as stocks of mer- 
chandise were generally low. 

Gasoline consumption continued at 
record high levels, and although there 
was an increase in crude oil production, 
gasoline and crude prices were ad- 
vanced. Several oil companies reported 
better earnings during the past few 
months, and the industry seemed to be 
working out of the depression of the 
past two years. 


Curtaiiment in Textiles. 


In the textile industry, cotton manu- 
facturers showed continued determi- 
nation to curtail operations pending in- 
provement in prices. Spindle activity 
during June this year was less than 
last, even allowing-for the New Bedford 
strike. The Boston wool trade showed 
an appreciable gain in business, with 
prices firm. 

Bank clearings again showed a gain 
over the like period of last year, but the 
margin of ‘gain was considerably less. 
Wholesale prices held generally steady, 
with a slight easing tendency. The in- 
solvency record was decidedly better, 
with 70 less failures than the previous 
week and 80 less than a year ago. 


Curb Market’s Tone 
Firmer During Week 


New York, July 29 (A.P.).—The curb 
market showed a firmer tone and 
broadening demand last week. The im- 
provement becoming more pronounced 
toward the end of the week. Activity 
in many issues resulted from individual 
developments. 

Heavy buying of Warner Brothers Pic- 
tures followed reports that the company 
will retire its class A stock and issue 
new common in October at a price con- 
siderable above the present level. The 
stock advanced 7 points, but encoun- 
tered profit taking and closed with a 
net gain of but a point. Fox Theater 
A was also in demand. Although in- 
creased earnings were a factor in the 
buying. There was. evidence that 
strong interests were accumulating the 
stock. 

Oils eased on increased crude oil pro- 
duction, firmed upon higher gasoline 
prices, but closed irregular. Utilities 
were mote active, American Gas & 
Electric and United Gas Improvement 
advancing 8 and 6 points, respectively. 
Cities Service rallied fractionally.

STEEL NSO IMPROVE 


Fear of Further Stringency 
in Credit Acts Against 
General Firmness. 


MOST U. S. ISSUES SAG 


New York, July 28 (A.P.).—Develop- 
ments during the past week, particu- 
larly in the money market, were not 
generally favorable and prices in the 
bond markct pursued their downward 
course. 

Increase in the acceptance rate to 
a level so nearly that of the Federal 
Reserve rediscount rate as to suggest 
a further advance in the latter was 
taken by many to indicate early tight- 
ness of money. Flow of funds out of 
the city, normally expected after the 
25th of each month also had its effect 
While time money remained at 6 per 
cent and the demand was dull, traders 
appeared to fear that the further credit 
stringency is near and that the first 
commercial demand for autumn funds 
will send loan rates to still higher 
levels. The fact that brokers’ loans 
showed s reduction of only around 
$10,000,000 did not help the situation— 
or the outlook. 

New public offerings approximated 
$1,124,000, as compared with $22,752,- 
000 last week and $73,617,000 for the 
corresponding week of 1927. 

Railroad obligations were virtually 
the only issues to demonstrate other 
than temporary firmness during the 
week, smal] gains in this group being 
ascribed to buying on the strength of 
increased loadings ard a favorable fall» 
outlook. Steel company bonds improved 
as better earnings reports were made 
public. Merger automotive bonds 
fluctuated with the irregular develop- 
ments of the week\in this field. Utili- 
tiles were steady. The foreign list held 
firm, with Mexican issues recovering 
some of the ground lost on selling after 
the assassination of Obregon. 

Untted States Government bonds ap- 
peared to be pressed for sale through- 
out the week, with most issues sagging 
to around the lower levels of the year. 
The Treasury announced that July 31 
will be the final date for exchanging 
third Liberty 4%s for the new Treas- 
ury 3%s without any drastic effect on 
prices. 


Wall Street Briefs | 


New York, July 29 (A.P.).—The 
Studebaker Corporation earned $4.44 a 
share on the common stock in the first 
half of 1928 against $4.38 a share in 
the first half of 1927 Net profit was 
$8,583,296 against $8,472,383. Net work- 
ing capital June 30 was $40,400,000, 
compared with $36 700,000 on January 
1. Second quarter net pfofit was 
$4,603 422, or $2.49 a share on the com- 
mon, against $5,069,446, and $2.63 a 
share in the second quarter of 1927 
Second quarter sales ywere 40,594 cars, 
a gain of 7,929 over the second quar- 
ter last year. June sales increased 65 
per cent and July sales are’ running 
50 ‘per cent ahead of last year. 


Paramount Famous Lasky Corpora- 
tion reports profit of $3,870,000 for 
the first half of 1928, equal to $3.63 a 
share, and $1,605,000, or $2.33 a share 
for the second quarter, both high 
records for those periods. Profit for 
the first half of 1927 was $3,532,300, 
or $5.60 a share on a smaller amount 
of stock outstanding. The increase in 
earnings available for common stock 
in the half year was 20 per cent ahead 
of a year ago. The company retired 
its preferred stock last February, s0 
that the amount available for common 
dividends in 1928 is total net earnings. 


The protective committee appointed 
by holders of Minneapolis & St. Louis 
Railroad refunding and extension 5 per 
cent mortgage gold bonds has extended 
the time limit for the deposit of bonds 
to September 17. About 40 per cent of 
the bonds has been deposited. The 
properties of the road have been in 
receivership since 1923. Guaranty Trust 
Co., of New York, is depository. 


Never in the history of the oll busi- 
ness has the spirit of cooperation been 
So pronounced and universal as at the 
present time, in the opinion of William 
G. Skelly, president of Skelly Oil Co 
and a leading operator in the Mid- 
continent field. This was particularly 
true of the producing end of the in- 
dustry, he said, although it applied tc 
an unprecedented degree in the refining 
branch.

Of one, a8 was described iast 
stdhasp the informatory double -was 
invented and Auction Bridge was made 
much more interesting. All doubles 
were divided into “business” and “in- 
formatory”; the business doubles re- 
tain the literal and obvious meaning 
which originally attached to all dou- 
bles, the informatory doubles became 
purely conventional and their mean- 
ings had to be learned. 

After considerable experimenting, an 
almost unanimous agreement was 
reached by the experts that a double 
of two No Trumps, or four of a suit 
shoul@ be considered business; and that 
d s of one No Trump, or one, two 
or three of a suit should be business 
or informatory, depending (with cer- 
tain variations) upon two other fea- 
tures of the auction. These features 
have to do with the previous declara- 
tions of the doubler and his partner, 
and may be summarized as follows. 

A bid or double previously made by 
@ player makes any double by his 
partner business; but a bid or double 
previously made by the doubler does 
not necessarily have that effect. The 
logic of this lies in the fact that an 
informatory double is made with the 


expectation that partner will name his 
best suit in answer to it. When he 
already has indicated his strong suit, 
it does not have to be asked for But 
a player may have bid himself, have 
been overcalled by an adversary and 
may want to ask his partner to select 
from three suite (the one the doubler 
has bid and the two unbdid suits); 
so in that case the double may be 
classed as informatory even after 6 
bid by the doubler. 

For practical purposes, the follow- 
ing definitions cover doubling: 

A double is informatory if made ot 
one No Trump, or of one, two or 
three of a suit; provided the partner 
of the doubler has not previously bid 
or dcubled. 

A double is business if made of two 
or more No Trumps, or four or more 
of a suit; or of any smaller declara- 
tion if the partner of the doubler has 
previously bid or doubled. 


There is another requirement, s0 
comparatively unimportant that 1 have 
not complicated the definition by in- 
cluding it. A double must be ‘nade 
at the first opportunity to duvouble 
that declaration in order that it be 
cohsidered informatory.

HOT WEATHER HINTS. 


FAN may add materially to com- 
fort, even though it be worked by 
hand. The air next the skin Is 
the hottest air in the room. A 
fan blows this air away and replaces it 
with cooler alr. [If however, the air in 
the room is 100 or over, a fan should 
not be used. A fan in the stoke hole 
of a steamer, or any furnace room, 
makes matters worse except it be placed 
where it can blow cooler outside air 
against the bodies of the workers. 

If air is not saturated with moisture, 
a fan is cooling by reason of promoting 
evaporation of sweat. However, if the 
alr is saturated with molsture it can 
not evaporate sweat and therefore it 
does not cool the body. This is the 
reason fanning adds so little to com- 
fort during a rainstorm in summer, or 
just before one. 

If the undergarments are saturated 
with sweat, fanning gives very little im- 
mediate relief. The spaces in the gar- 
ments are filled with water and alr can 
not pass through However, on a very 
hot day the wet garments can be dried 
out with a fan and after the spaces 
have been freed from water. In other 
words, after the garmenta have been

Sweat that evaporate’ is cool. But 
Sweat that runs off does not reduce 
the temperature of the body.

In very hot weathe: small children 
should wear either no garment or just 
a diaper. If a workman is working in 
the open air 'n the sunshine he should 
wear tnough clothes to shade his skin. 

In hot weather the diet should be 
light. All that part of the food which 
goes to the making of heat should be 
omitted.

TRICKEN when he was but a year 
old, not expected to live when he 
was seven and removed from 

school. A hopeless invalid all his life 
and yet a genius at 57. Such was the 
progress of C. Lee Cook, of Kentucky, 
noted as a scholar, an inventor and an 
artist, as well as an authority of law, 
languages, history and art. We would 
consider his achievement fabulous had 
we not seen in the papers a shart while 
ago with the report of his death an 
account of his life which we all read 
with interest-and inspiration. 

It only affirms again that many seri- 
ous handicaps are psychological rather 
than physical. 

The psychologists tell us that we all 
possess a will to cominate, a desire for 
superiority over others. In most of us, 
this assumes a perfectly harmless nat- 
ural and even beneficial expression, but 
when a child is born with a handicap, 
or is stricken soon afterwards, as was 
Mr. Cook, strange things may happen 
A peculiar psychology develops. He 
finds himself in a bitter struggle agains; 
his surroundings as he tries to over- 
come his difficulties. Maybe he can’t 
run or walk as his playmates do, or 
throw a ball or play the games he sees 
them playing. Thi&S vexes him and 
fires an exaggerated will to dominate. 
He can’t be like those around him but 
he wants a feeling of superiority over 
them, something to compensate him 
for his own inferiority. 

In sych cases this will to dominate 
sometimes assumcs a very disagreeable 
aspect. As the child grows older, he 
may develop a pessimistic outlogk and 
withdraw into himself, getting his satis- 
faction by commanding those about 
him, playing upon the sympathies of 
his family, making them wait on him, 
take care of him and bow to his every 
wish. In that way he gains his feel- 
ing of superiority. What a deplorable 
attitude! 

But it doesn’t always take such a 
turn. There is another direction, a 
very admirable one, where superiority. 
comes in mental achievement rather 
than physical command, and that was 


Mr. Cook's reaction. 


eo Columbia 1353, 1354, 1355 
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Here was a man who was never able 
to walk. He spent all his life in a 
wheel chair. The circumstances were 
pitiful, and it would have been for- 
giveable and easy just to give up to 
them. Instead, the misfortune only 
whetted his anxiety to forge ahead and 
gain through mental effort what he 
was unable to do physically. As a 
small boy he studied, he read and he 
tinkered with machinery. Later he 
built a lathe at which he worked 17 
hours a day. He tinkered some more 
and invented a very useful device for 
locomotives, as well as a lathe for 
making shelis during the war. Nor 
were all his interests mechanical. 
Some of his paintings were hung in 
prominent art centers, and he became 
a history and language scholar of wide 
repute. Certainly he gratified his long- 
ing for superiority in a truly superior 
fashion. 

The human brain is a delicate mech- 
anism and it takes very little to start 
it in the right or wrong direction, but 
a great deal to retrieve it from the 
wrong direction when once it has 
started on that path. We can’t al] be 
©. L. Cooks, of course, but maybe, as 


normal people, we can see that the | 


minds of young children do get the 
proper start so that superiority will 
come from genuine mental achieve- 
ment and not from the attempt to 
lord it over others.

STARTS INQUIRY | 


BOULDER DAM PLAN 


ne | Gen. Sibert Heads Board of 
Five Authorized by Congress 
and Named by Work. 


REPORT MUST BE MADE 
BEFORE SHORT SESSION 


Opponents Hold Investigation 
Will Show Project to 
Be Unfeasible. 


An investigation, which many Oob- 
servers believe will result in a death 
blow to the present Boulder Dam proj- 
ect, gets under way today. The com- 
mission of five appointed by Dr. Hubert 
Work shortly before his retirement as 
Secretary of the Interior will hold its 
first meeting. Its members will organ- 
ize and formulate a program which will 
include hearings in the West and first 
hand inspection of the area along the 
Colorado River involved in the huge 
scheme. 

Opponents of the proposal, who 


stirred up a rousing controversy and 
who blocked it in the last session of 
Congress by an all-night filibuster in 
the Senate, believe that the investiga- 
tion will result in the shattering of 
many of the contentions of its sup- 
porters. 


Five Named on Commission. 


The five members of the commission 
are Maj Gen. William L. Sibert, United 
States Army. retired, who built the 
Gatun locks and dam at Panama and 
the breakwater at Colon Harbor, com- 
mandedia division in France during the 
World .War and later organized the 
chemical warfare service; Robert Ridge- 
way, a former president of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, formerly 
chief engineer for the New York sub- 
ways and associated with the building 
of New York aqueduct and storage dams 
and Catskill aquedvct and acviser in 
traction matters to the cities of New York 
and Chicago; Daniel W Mead, profes- 
sor of hydraulic engiieering at the 
University of Wisconsin; Warren J. 
Mead, professor of geology at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and Charles P. 
Berkey, professor of geology at Colum- 
bia University. 

Under the terms of the congressional 
resolution which authorized the ap- 
pointment of the commission it must 
review the plans and estimates mede 
for the Boulder Dam project by engi- 
neers of the reclamation service of the 
Department of the Interlor and report 
“as to matters affecting the safety, the 
economic and engineer! ng feasibility, 
and adequacy of the proposed struc- 
ture and incidental works.” 

The commission's report must be In 
the hands of Roy O. West, the new 
Secretary of the Interior, prior to De- 
cember 1. It will be transmitted to 
Congress before the Senate resumes 
consideration of the Boulder Dam bill 
which has already been passed by the 
House. 


Adequate Study Demanded. 


The ordering of the investigation was 
due to the insistence of critics of the 
project that the plans on which the 
pending legislation is predicated. never 
have been adequately studied by inde- 
pendent engineers. This situation was 
emphasized in a report made public by 
a committee of the American Engineer- 
ing Council last April. 

This committee of prominent engl- 
neers unanimously agreed “That the 
information set forth tn the reports 
which have been. submitted to us is 
not conclusive as to the engineering 
feasibility of the plan outli ned in the 
Swing-Johnson bill, and that before 
either the Government or private capi- 
tai would be justified on engineering 
or economic grounds in committing 
themselves to the expenditure involved, 
the development of the river for the 
purpose in view should be further and 
most thoroughly investigated to deter- 
mine how the results it seeks to ac- 
complish can be secured with a reason- 
able assurance of success.” 

Members of the committee of the 
American Engineering Council were 
Francis Lee Stuart, chairman; ‘Allen 
Hazen, Clemens Hershel, J. Waldo 
Smith and Lewis B. Stillwell, all well- 
known engineers. 


Total Cost $125,000,000. 


The plans as embodied in the Swing- 
Johnson bill were »ased on a report of 
engineers of the reclamation service 
headed by F. E. Weymouth, its former 
chief engineer, and submitted to Con- 
gress in 1924. These include -a dam 
which is estimated by the reclamation 
service engineers to cost $41,500,000, a 
so-called American canal to cost $31,- 
000,000 and a power plant at the dam 
to cost $31,500,000. Erection of the 
power plant is optional with the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, who may instead 
lease water power rights to private in- 
terests. The total ‘estimated cost of 
$125,000,000 includes an interest item 
of $21,000,000. 

Basis for the skepticism with which 
opponents of the Boulder Dam project 
view the estimates of the reclamatton 
service engineers is found in the fact 
that engineers of other Government 
agencies have offered severe criticisms. 

Col. William Kelly, an Army engineer 
who was formerely chief ennineer of 
the Federal Power Commission, con- 
tends that the dam, power plant and 
canal will cost more than $200,000,000 
instead of a little more than $100,000,- 
COO as eStimated in the Weymouth fre- 
port.

Texan Relinquishes Seat in 
Next House By Running 
for Upper Chamber— 
Has Had Stormy Career 
While in Congress. 


Representative Thomas IL, Bianton 
(Democrat), of Texas, has fought his 
greatest political fight and has lost. 
Consequently, when he returns here 


for the next session of Congress he will 
come as a “lame duck.” The fiery 
Texan, who has frequently boasted of 
running men out of office, now has 
lost his own office. 

After serving six hectic terms in the 
House, Blanton believed that he was 
ready for the Senate, and so threw his 
hat in the ring. But according to the 
primary returns. Texas did not agree 
with him. The returns show that he 
has been hopelessly beaten by Repre- 
sentative Tom Connally and Senator 
Earle B. Mayfield, the incumbent. 


No Majority Choice Made. 


Under the Texas law, no majority 
choice is made, the two candidates 
polling the highest number of votes 
are pitted against each other ina run- 
off primary, the winner receiving the 
nomination. As the Democratic nomi- 
nation is equivalent to election, either 
= or Connally will sit in the Sen- 
ate. 


News of Blanton’s defeat was re- 
ceived in Washington with mingled 
emotions. There are some here who 
thoroughly despise the Texan. There are 
others who sincerely admire him. There 
is @ third group of persons who don’t 
oi whether to like him or dislike 

m. 

It is doubtful if any member of Con- 
gress ever had as much to say about 
District affairs as Blanton. Sometimes 
he has been constructive, at other 
times destructive. Asa rule, he directed 
his fire against some individual here or 
some group of individuals. 

Blanton regarded as his greatest local 
triumph his successful drive against 
Commissioner Frederick A. Fenning, 
whom he drove out of office after a sen- 
sational expose of Fenning’s methods in 
handling the affairs of insane war vet- 
erans., 

In the last session, Blanton caused 
another sensation when he accused Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, of drinking in a “regular saloon.” 
Hesse, however, weathered the storm of

One day in the House, while the 
Staples case was under. discussion, 
Blanton got into a bitter row with 
John Schafer, the 270-pound mem- 
ber from Wisconsin, and for a time 
it looked as if the two men would 
come to blows. 

Blanton is one of the most unusual 
men ever to sit in the House. A 
glutton for work, he was usually the 
first to enter the chamber and the 
last to leave it. He is extremely in- 
tense, and rarely laughs. If a debate 
is on, he leans forward, his fists 
clenched, ever ready to jump to his 
feet to get in a word. He has the 
reputation of being one of the best 
parliamentarians in the House. 

Blanton came within a hair of los- 
ing his office once before. This was 
when he inserted what was described 
as obscene matter in the Congres- 
sional Record. Many members were 
for expelling him, but in the end the 
House settled the matter by censur- 
ing him. . 

As a resul of his 
senatorial primary, Blanton will go 
out of the national picture for at 
least two years. But it is doubtful if 
it will be any longer than that. He 
is said to have his own congressional 
district “sewed up,” and it is very 
probuble that he will come back to 
the House in the Seventy-second 
Congress. 

In the meantime, however, he will 
have lost his place as tig ranking 
Democrat on the House District com- 
mittee.

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NEW GAS INVENTED 
AID TO PROHIBITION 
CHECK TO CRIME 


Would Make Speakeasies and 
Resorts of Criminals 
Uninhabitable. 


CHEMICAL BULLETS 
FIRED FROM PISTOLS 


Police of Several Cities Are 
Said to Be Using Invention 
in Fighting Underworld. 


Prohibition officials would not 
have to bother with padlocks if they 
could arrange to use the new chemi- 
cal which has been perfected by the 
U. S. Army Chemical Warfare Service, 
according to H. Edmund Bullis, of the 
Royden apartments here, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Associa- 
tion for Chemical Defense. With the 
new gas they could permeate a speak- 
easy or criminal~gathering place in 
Such a manner that it would be un- 
inhabitable for a month, he declared 
last night. 

Any person entering a room so treat- 
ed would find his eyes, ears, nose and 
throat affected in such a manner that 
it would be impossible to withstand 
the irritation, The chemical is so 
strong that special precautions must 
be taken in using it, he said. It is 
recommended that the small tin box 
containing the chemical be placed in 
the center of the room to be treated 
and the container shot to pieces with 
a firearm. 

Bullis declared that the police depart- 
ments of several large cities are now 
using chemical defenses against the 
underworld. Chicago and Cleveland po- 
lice have been equipped with special 
chemical bullets which can be fired 
from a regulation revolver, but which 


merely incapacitate the victim and dv 
not mortally wound him. 


Causes Temporary Blindness. 


The bullet is fired from the gun at 
the burglar or other criminal and the 
marksman then steps backward for 4 
few paces to allow the smoke to clear. 
He then can walk up to the criminal 
and handcuff him with ease, as the 
smoke causes temporary blindness. 

The chemical bullets have an advan- 
tage which the ordinary bullet can not 
ettain, Mr. Bullis said. They can be 
fired through keyholes, around corners 
and through cracks. Chicago and Cleve- 
land police proved by actual tests, he 
said, that four men can be put out of 
commission with one of the gas bullets 
at a distance of 15 feet. 

The average gassing is done at a dis- 
tance of less than 15 feet, he said, and 
the gas bullets are very effectitve at 
that range. At greater ranges, the gas 
would not be so efficacious, he said, but 
this is hardly a disadvantage because 
police very seldom make hits at greater 
range than 15 or 20 feet. 


Name Not Disclosed. 


In discussing nis plans for “gassing” 
speakeasies, Mr. Bullis said that troops 
in war time had been put out of com- 
mission by the use of mustard gas 
which had been dropped on the road 
hours before they marched through 
the affected area. The use of the new 
gas, the name and composition of 
which he declinea tv state, would 
mean that police could invade the 
known hangouts of criminals and sat- 
urate the atmosphere with the gas and 
keep them from being used for at 
least a month. He said that his pian 
probably would not be available to the 
police or prohibition officers because 
they probably would encounter legal 
complications. 

Mr. Bullis is schedu.ed to address a 
meeting of the Institute of Chemistry 
meeting at Northwestern University on 
August 18, which will be devoted to 
chemical defense topics. His subject 
will be “The Reaction of the General 
Public Toward the Use of Gas in War- 
fare.” 

The public is opposed to the use 
of gas because it does not understand 
the use of gas and believes it to be 
inhumane. 


Experiments Held Necessary. 


This is not true, Mr. Bullis said. A 
soldier gassed in the World War had 
twelve times as much chance of re- 
covery as the man who was wounded 
by shrapnel or machine-gun bullets, 
he said. 

In case of another war any nation 
will use whatever weapon it has. In 
spite of all treaties a nation which 
is up against it will use gas if it can 
obtain it, he said. For this reason, his 
association is vigorously opposing the 
signing by the United States Govern- 
ment of any treaty which will prohibit 
research in chemical warfare methods, 

This country must continue to ex- 
periment with means to cope against 
new gases in order that its population 
can not be wiped out in the event of 
a new war, he said.

A movement is on foot to make @ 
comprehensive study of traffic condle 


gomery County with a view to asking 
an increase in the county police forod, 
The heavy increase in vehicular traffie 
throughout that section is said to dee 
mand more police officers to direct the 
continuous movement of vehicle at ine 
tersections, where conditions are said 
to be equal to those of active intersece 
tions in a large city. 

Alvie A. Moxley, chief of the county 
police force, declared last night that 
there Is an immediate need for five or 
six addition:l men on his force. By 
the time the State legislature has an 
opportunity to act on a measure to au- 
thorize an increase in the county police 
force there will be a need of at least 
tem more, he said, adding that van 
necessity is increasing daily. 

The county police force consists of 
the chief and eighteen men. The opine 
lon was expressed that the conditions 
now existing warrant adding at least 
six additional men to the force. The 
expense would gladly be borne by the 
taxpayers, since the cost of cperating 
the present police court at Rockville 
and the police force amounts to only 
$45,600 annually, it was said by ong 
official. He asserted he thought an ine 
crease of $12,000 to $16,000 a year for 
the needed policemen would not be 
objected to, as the people of the county 
are beginning to recognize the growing 
menace to motorists and pedestrians by 
the increase in traffic. 

Several dangerous street intersectiong 
were pointed to as showing the neces- 
sity for competent officers whose sop 
duty would be to direct traffic at those 
places. Owing to its narrowness Brad- 
ler lane, in Chevy Chase. at present the 
principal connecting thoroughfare be- 
tv-een the Bethesda district and Chevy 
Chase, thence to silver Spring and 
Takoma Park, is presenting an increase 
ingly difficult problem, not Only to res- 
idents there, but to the public gener- 
ally, it was pointed out, and an officer 
should be placed at the intersection 
with Connecticut avenue and another 
at Wisconsin avenue. 

A police officer said yesterday that 
the intersection of Wisconsin avenue, 
Rockville pike, Old Georgetown road
